More Blasts 
Rock Area 
Near Miami 


Miami, Fla., Dec. 27 (/T)— An- 


other mysterious c x p 1 o s ion oc- 
curred in the Miami area early to- 
day just four hours after a blast 
shook a wide area in suburban Hia- 
leah. 


The explosions followed warnings 


by dynamiters yesterday that they 
planned to strike again. . 


In both instances police wore un- 


tion to determine the exact loca- 
tion of the explosion. No damage 
was reported. 


Squad cars checked all houses of 


worship, such as have been targets 
in many of the 11 blasts set 
off 


here since last June, in the Hia- 
leah-Miami Springs area but found 
all undamaged. 


Safety Director William G. Kim- 


brough of Coral Gables reported 
two calls warned him Wednesday 
the dynamiters arc planning fur- 
ther acts. 


He said a caller with a heavy 


foreign accent t e 1 c p honed' him 
Wednesday morning and warned: 


"We just want to let you know 


we've got plenty of dynamite left. 
We have no preference as to what 
kind of church it is. We intend to 
go on bombing churches."

Sheriff J. B. Hcndersin of Dado 
County sent two of his top aides to

(lf\ —Tlic Reds dropped a veiled 
hint Thursday that 50,000 unlisted 
Allied prisoners wore all dead of 
disease or exposure. 


At the same time Allied armi- 


stice negotiators Indicated that if 
the Communists would jjivo a full 
and honest accounting for all pris- 
oners, the Allies might consider the 
all-for-all exchange that the Reds 
demand. 


The conferences ended, however, 


with agreement on only one thing; 
to meet again today at 11 a. m., 
(8 p. m., Thursday. EST) even 
though the 30-day deadline on the 
provisional cease-fire line expired 
at midnight Thursday. 


There was no indication here of 


any plans to extend the agreement 
responsible for the "twilight war" 
of the past 30 days. The full five- 
man armistice committees which 
signed the provisional buffer zone 
arrangement Nov. 27 did not even 
meet. An official U. N. spokesman 
said neither side asked for an ex- 
tension. 


At the meeting of prisoners the 


head of the Allied subcommittee, 
Rear Adm. R. E. Libby, told the 
Reds: 


"If and when you account for all 


the prisoners of war you should 
have and nil you have had—after 
you have given us 
a 
complete 


prisoner-of-war list — then 
your 


proposal for an all-for-all exchange 
is an honest and factual proposal 
worthy of discussion. 


"Until we get from you this in- 


formation, we cannot move 
one 


inch towards a solution." 


The Allies have not committed 


themselves in any way on an ex- 
change. 


But in the same session Thurs- 


day at Panmunjom, Admiral Libby 
said the Reds hinted they may re- 
port that many of the 50,000 pris- 
oners unaccounted for had died of 
disease or cxposre.
